The governor expressed the 


beliel that the United States may be 
able to bring about a cessation of 
hostilities in the present

\\ar as it did in the Russo-Japanese 
war, 
"it our people keep cool and do

"The note is couched in friendly 


terms," the

states clearly and firmly .the deter- 
mination of the American

States notes with gratification the 
full recognition by the imperial Ger- 
man government, in discussing the 
cases of the Gushing and the. Gulf- 
light, of the principle of the freedom 
of all parts of the Dpen sea to neu- 
tral ships and the frank willingness 
of the imperial German government 
to acknovv ledge and meet its liability 
where (lie fact of attack upon neutral 
ships which luive not been guilty of 
any hostile act, by German air craft 
or vessels of war is satisfactorily es- 
tablished, and the government of the 


United States will in due course lay 
before the imperial German govern- 
ment, as it requests, full information 
concerning the attack on the steamer 
Gushing. 


"With regard to the sinking of the 


steamer Falaba, by which an Ameri- 
can <-iti/.en lost his life, the govern- 
ment of the United States is sur- 
prised to find the imperial German 
government contending that an ef- 
fort on the part of a merchantman 
to escape capture and secure assist- 
ance alters the obligation of the of- 
ficer seeking to make the capture in 
respect of the safety of the lives of 
those on board the merchantman, al- 
though the vessel has ceased her at- 
tempt to escape when torpedoed. 


"These are not new circumstances. 


They have been in 
the 
minds of 


statesmen and of international jur- 
ists throughout the development of 
naval warfare, and the government 
of the United States does not under- 
stand that they have ever been held 
to alter the principles of humanity 
upon which it has insisted.

Pleat* Mil ma how to prevent water 


leaking out of the grease cup* at either

You are using too light, a grease in 


these grease cups, with the result that 
•when the motor gets warm the grease 
becomes very fluid and allows the wa- 
ter to leak, lu hot weather you should 
use a heavy grease. Probably the hard- 
est that you can buy will be the most 
satisfactory. However, as soon as cold 
weather Bets iu substitute a lighter 
grease. 


On my car a universal joint it used 


between engine and transmission, this 
universal consisting of a cross floating 
in the yokes of clutch and shaft. The 
pssembly, unless kept carefully adjust- 
td, is noisy and does not retain oil for 
nny length of time*. Could I substitute 
a leather universal? 


The j6Lut between the engine and 


gear box is designed to take up any 
misalignment between the clutch aud 
the gear shift, but it often happens 
that the gear box drops, tli rowing the 
shaft out of alignment to such an ex 
tent that the drive becomes noisy, and 
this is probably the cause of your trou- 
ble. 


It is doubtful if the fitting of a leath- 


er universal would be wise, because, al- 
though it would silence the drive, it 
would take care of the misalignment, 
the noise which shows that there Is a 
faulty alignment would be gone, and 
there would be no warning to enable 
you to know when to correct this. It 
occasionally happens that a sudden jolt 
will cause a drop in the level of the 
gear box due to a looseness in the bolts 
w hich hold it in position. This can be 


My car used to make about eighteen 


miles per gallon of gasoline. This year 
it is not making over eight. 
It misses 


until speed gets up to ten or twelve 
miles per hour. 
When the engine be- 


comes heated the spark lever works 
very badly. What is the cause of this? 


Since your car misses only at speeds 


below twelve miles per hour and then 
only when warmed up, it MMMDS likely 
that the heat causes a slight leakage 
either by warping a valve or by ex- 
panding a valve stem. Test the com- 
pression when the motor is warm, and 
if any cylinder is weak see whether 
it Is not due to lack of clearance be- 
tween valves and push rods or to a 
warped valve- 
These defects would 


cause enough leakage to make the mo- 
tor miss fire when the throttle is near- 
ly closed, but yet not enough to make 
it miss at wider throttle openings.

ference. It is possible that the reduc- 
tion in charge weight caused by the 
heating of the air is sufficient to de- 
crease the ratio of air to gasoline 
enough to prevent combustion, al- 
though when the motor is cold enough 
air is taken in so that the motor will 
run all right. 


Another possibility is that there is a 


leak in the intake manifold due to its 
warping out of shape when heated. 
Tighten up bolts holding the manifold, 
and if necessary put in new gaskets.

home life. The June berry hints by 
its petals, the mystical side of 
the 


president. The Sega lily is a symbol 
of Lincoln's character because of its 
life-giving qualities. When the first 
pioneers entered Utah and were un- 
able to obtain food they found the 
roots of the Sega lily both nourish- 
ing and palatable. 


In Nevada, the highway stretches

Three companies of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard

patrolling the 


streets here today in order to prevent 
further disturbances between Amer- 
ican and foreign miners, growing out 
of the lynching yesterday of Joseph 
Strando, one of the foreigners. 


Strando witn three others, was ac- 


cused of shooting to death W. R. 
Chapman, a wealthy resident of this 
place and wounding his daughter, 
Mrs. Benjamin Schull. wife 
of 
the 


manager of a local mine. 


Several hundered members of the 


mob which yesterday hanged Strando 
carried arms today in expectation of 
an attack from the foreign quarter. 


At Marion, near here, extra pre- 


caution was taken to guard the jail 
in which are the three miner? ar- 
rested last night for alleged com- 
plicity in the Chapman murder. 


Strando admitted a few minutes 


before the noose was drawn that he 
was one of the band of disgruntled 
miners who had planned the death 
of Benjamin Schull and had killed 
the latter's father-in-law by mistake. 
Strando confessed that he witnessed 
the shooting and named the men now 
in the Marion jail as those who had 
fired the fatal shots. 
The plot to 


kill Schull was in retaliation for the 
recent dismissal of several foreign 
miners.

city find reference material for the 
preparation of all programs. 
Here 


the jjreut laboring class receive much 
benefit from the books and maga- 
zines at practically no cost. Hooks 
can be obtained which will enable 
them to better their positions. Here 
is a lisi of a few patrons of a library 
in Buffalo in one day:A tailor's ap- 
prentice wanted a book on the cut- 
ting of garments; a printer wanted 
to be sure about the correct size of 
visiting cards; a mechanic needed a 
method for finding the third side of 
a triangle; there came another work- 
man with a request for information 
about the manufacture of artificial 
ground glass; a lineman wanted to 
know how to prevent grounding by 
induction; a decorator wanted an al- 
legorical figure for a coat of arms 
and a dyer asked for a formula for 
mixing a certain color. If such infor- 
mation were asked for in our library 
it would be rather doubtful whether 
the necessary books could be obtain- 
ed. Therefore, it is apparent that if 
we had an adequate library it would 
be beneficial, not only to a few but 
to all the people of Newark. 


How are we to obtain such a libra- 


ry? A county library, 
situated 
in 


Newark, would meet, not only the 
needs of the cit> but of the entire 
county. The 
county 
commissioners 


should grant a small per cent of the 
taxes to build and maintain it. Then 
there would be sub-stations through- 
out the country and traveling libia- 
ries under the supervision of councy 
teachers or other equally responsible 
persons. Where needed, books would 
be sent for given length of time and 
thon exchanged for other books, as 
required. Through the Orange, as a 
distribution of books, the farmer as 
\\ell 
as his children would be brought 


in touch with the great 
world 
of 


books. This is not a plan worked out 
in theory and not in practice. In the 
city of Van \Vert, in our own state, 
is situated a county library which 
has proved a success. It has 
been 


adopted in California by a state law 
and in many other places it has been 
tried with success. 


If every citizen of Newark who is 


justly proud of the city's advance- 
ment 
along civic, educational and 


commercial lines would put 
forth 


every effort to influence the proper 
officials to build and maintain a li- 
brary. Xevvark would soon realize its 
greatest need.

Roger B. Wood, tne assis- 


tant United Stares district attorney, 
who is directing the inquiry, said 
that 
the grand jury would follow 


the e\idence as lar as it might lead. 
He declined to make any prediction 
as to who might become involved. 


The arrest yesterday of 
Uustave 


Stahl, a German reservist who made 
one ot the affidavits given 
to the 


German embassy for submission to 
the state department, is regarded by 
the federal prosecutors as only an 
incident of wiia'. is likely to be a lar 
reaching investigation. Stahl, who is 
charged with perjury in repeating be- 
fore the grand jury the substance of 
his affidavit, is held in $10,000 bail 
for a hearing before a United States 
commissioner on June 24. 


Thus far, Paul Koenig, also known 


as Stemler, who the federal authori- 
ties say is head ot a secret service 
department and agent of the Ham- 
burg-American line, is the only man 
they name as being involved in the 
alleged conspiracy. It was stated to- 
day that Koenig revealed to the cus- 
toms officials here the

that 


Stahl was in Albany after agents of 
the department of justice had been 
searching for him for several days. 
The proceedings against Koenig were 
initiated to establish the charge that 
he used improper influence to induce 
Stahl to make his affidavit.

These microbes are constantly in the 
air, alive though invisible, and ready 
to drop into the milk when they can. 
If it were possible to keep the milk 
from the air after the cow is milked 
it would not turn sour. 
Warm milk 


is particularly inviting to the microbe 
and favorable to his operations. He 
does not get ;i!ong' well under chilling 
conditions, and that is why the sweet- 
ness of milk 
be preserved if it is 


kept cold. Failing fresh milk changes 
the sugar in such a ^vay that the mi- 
crobe cannot feed upon it— Baltimore 
American.
